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FEDS IN CHICAGO CHARGE OWNER OF 
GLOBAL ILLEGAL FILE-SHARING SITE

F or years, the file-sharing site Kick- 
ass Torrents has enabled users 
around the world to illegally repro- 
duce hundreds of millions of copies 
of copyrighted material, from hit Hollywood 
films to the latest video games, TV shows and 
songs, federal authorities allege. 

As the site grew into a multimillion-dollar 
business, its owner, Ukrainian-born Artem 
Vaulin, has managed to stay one step ahead 
of authorities, changing domain names and 
moving his servers from country to country to 
throw off investigations before charges could 
be brought, authorities say 

That changed Wednesday when federal 
prosecutors in Chicago announced sweep- 
ing copyright infringement charges against 
Vaulin, alleging he allowed the illegal sharing 
of more than $i billion worth of copyright- 
protected material. 

Vaulin was arrested by authorities in 
Poland on ^JCbdnesday, according to the 


US. attorne/s office. He was charged in a 
criminal complaint unsealed in Chicago with 
conspiracy to commit criminal copyright 
infringement, conspiracy to commit money 
laundering and two counts of criminal 
copyright infringement, authorities say 

The most serious charges carry a maximum 
sentence of 20 years in prison. 

Federal prosecutors will seek Vaulin’s ex- 
tradition to the US., a process that could take 
weeks. In addition to the charges, US. Magis- 
trate Judge Jeffrey Gilbert earlier this month 
ordered the seizure of seven domain names 
associated with the alleged conspiracy, court 
records show. 

“Copyright infringement exacts a large toll, 
a very human one, on the artists and business- 
es whose livelihood hinges on their creative 
inventions,” US. Attorney Zachary Pardon 
said in a statement. 

According to the 50-page complaint. Kick- 
ass Torrents, also known by its acronym KAT, 
was founded in 2008 and is currently the 69th

most-visited website, with more than 50 mil- 
lion ixnique monthly visitors. It operates in at 
least 28 languages and has a net worth esti- 
mated at $54 million. 

The site reHes on a network of computer 
servers around the world, including in Chi- 
cago, Costa Rica and the Pacific island nation 
of Tonga, according to the complaint. 

Court records show that as part of the in- 
vestigation, agents from the US. Department 
of Homeland Security executed a search war- 
rant in January on KAT servers housed at the 


Chicago Board of Trade building at 141 W 
Jackson Blvd. 

Vaulin, who used the onHne screen name 
“tirm,” helped design KAT’s original website 
and oversaw the company’s vast operations, 
according to the complaint. Recently, Vau- 
lin operated under the guise of a Ukrainian- 
based front company called Cryptoneat, au- 
thorities say 

Over the years, KAT has been the subject 
of numerous seizures and copyright lawsuits 
and has been ordered blocked by courts 
across Europe, the complaint states. Despite 
the legal action, KAT has consistently offered 
copyright-protected movies for download, in- 
cluding many that were still in theaters at the 
time, authorities say 

In Alarch, the Motion Picture Associa- 
tion of America estimated that based on the 
number of KAT downloads of just six recent 
movie titles— including the blockbuster “Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens”— it had lost more 
than $324,000 in revenue.

H olly Holm will always be linked to Ronda Rousey, though the dif- 
ferences between their MMA careers— and their lives outside the Octa- 
gon— are becoming increasingly easy to distinguish. The 34-year-old Albuquerque, 
N.M., native handed the nigh-invincible Rousey her first defeat in November in a 
bantamweight championship upset heard ’round the world. 


“I feel like I’ve already made my own mark 
and I want to keep making it better,” Holm 
recently told RedEye. “I want an exclamation 
mark.” 

Holm, a former boxing and kickboxing 
champ, climbed to the top of the UFC moun- 
tain with that victory and has seen her profile 
soar since, even into movies. Unfortunately 
for Holm, she lost the title in her next bout, 
against MieshaTate in March. 

On Saturday Holm will try to cement her 
spot as the top contender for the belt when 
she takes on Valentina Shevchenko at the 
United Center. The bout will air live as part of 


Fox’s UFC coverage. 

Before she steps back into the Octagon, 
Holm stopped by RedEye to talk bonkers 
weigh-ins, befriending someone you pum- 
meled in the ring and “pimped-out” laundry 
rooms. 

When you’re doing a weigh-in before a fight, 
how much of that intensity is real? 

Every fighter, there’s a different vibe you get 
from each person. But the weigh-in, that’s 
an intense day That’s the last faceoff you’re 
gonna do before you see that person in the 
Octagon. I never go into it with ill will, but 


that’s still the opponent you’re facing, and 
you know you’re going to be getting in there 
the next day and emotions are high, for sure. 

How close have you come to blows during a 
weigh-in? 

I’ve probably only had three in my entire 
career, boxing, MMA or kickboxing, where 
I thought, “Is this going down right now? 

Are we gonna do this right now?” [Laughs.] 
Ronda [Rousey] was one of them. She got 
right in my face. We were doing the stare- 
down and she actually wrapped her arm 
around my arm and it like bumped my arm 
into hers so she, like, made me ... my hand 
kind of hit her so we’re kind of sitting there 
and she kind of went for a swing over the top, 
so I just kind of followed through, pushed it 
off, and I thought, “%u know, this is intense. 
I’m almost ready to go.” 

The animosity between you and Rousey is 


well-documented. Is it easier to fight some- 
one you don’t like? 

It doesn’t matter. The best way I try to 
explain that is if I’m in practice, these people 
that are my teammates that I consider pretty 
much family I still want to hit them more 
than they hit me. I still want to get the better 
of it, [even though] we’re in this together. So 
no, when I fight I want to win, and that’s all 
there is to it. No ill will, I just want victory 

Have you ever found any advantage or 
disadvantage to fighting with anger or any 
other emotion, or is that something you try 
to keep in check while you’re in the Octa- 
gon? 

I always think it’s good to have passion. I 
always say we’re kind of a different breed. If 
you do this for a living, you kind of have to 
like punching someone in the face. It kind of 
feels good, and you kind of have to want to 
do that, and yes, that’s what I wanted to do. 
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I wanted to throw some punches and come 
out victorious. I mean, I don’t want to long- 
term hurt someone, but I kind of want them 
to feel it. That’s the passion, and when we’re 
in there they want to do the same to me. 

You mentioned your teammates. MM A is a 
little different from boxing in that in boxing 
you’re mostly on your own. Are you friends 
with anyone you’ve knocked out? 

Chevelle Hallback ... I fought her in boxing. 
And I want to say a year or two later. Fox 
Sports came and did a “Best Damn Fight 
Night” on Fox Sports Net and she fought the 
same night [as I did}; it was an all-girls card. 
And after the fight I was like, “Hey what are 
you guys doing {afterward},” {because} we 
were in Albuquerque. “We’re all going to my 
house and ordering late-night pizza; come on 
over.” She came over and we actually hung 
out and talked about the fight and had a good 
time. Then probably maybe six months to a 
year after that, her and I had a rematch. 

What was that like? 

It was fine, you know. I won the first fight, 
and we had a rematch and I won that. After 
the fight she came up and said, “When some- 
body’s got your number, I guess they’ve got 
your number.” We still talked every now and 
then after her first MMA fight, and it was 
before I had my first MMA fight. I talked to 
her over the phone actually, and it was crazy 
She was like, “Man, I was put on my back, I 
kind of freaked out for moment, then I kind 
of got it together.” She ended up winning the 
fight. So I think that’s probably the closest 
I’ve talked with someone I’ve actually fought. 

Can you sense when you’ve knocked some- 
one out? 

There’s punches that land in a fight that 
even if maybe somebody else doesn’t see, you 
know, you’ve felt it sink in. You know they’re 
hurt. That doesn’t mean they can’t recover 
from it. I never think “Oh, this is over” 
before it’s actually over. But there is that 
moment when it’s like, “I got ’em. Let’s make 
sure and capitalize now before they recover.” 

Ever feel bad about knocking someone 
out? 

No. I mean, after the fact my thought is 
more, “I hope they’re OK.” But I never think 
I don’t want to knock them out, because 
then you’re not really going to do it. You have 
to be OK with that. 

There’s been a lot of buzz surrounding 
Cristiane “Cyborg” Justino joining the UFC. 
What are your thoughts on what she brings 
to the organization? 

I really like Cyborg. I think she’s a great girl. 
I’ve actually gotten to know her a little bit 
outside the ring because we filmed a movie 
together. [Editor’s note: It’s called “Fight

Valley” and hits theaters July 22.} Her, Miesha 
Tate and myself I reaUy enjoyed hanging out 
with her. ... I think she does a good thing for 
women’s sports, especially MMA. 

What was it like film- 
ing “Fight Valley“? 

Is acting something 
you want to do on a 
regular basis? 

You know, with that 
they asked do you 
want to film this 
and I’m like {pauses} 

“Yeah, why not?” I 
don’t have a fight 
coming up. So we 
filmed it, and actually 
I found out about the 
Ronda fight the day 
before I flew out. So 
actually the day I flew 
out, the very next day 
was the first time I 
talked with Miesha. I 
had met her ... maybe 
two occasions before. 

She was supposed 
to have that fight 
and then it didn’t go 
through. So it was 
kind of one of those 
things where let’s just 
clear the elephant in 
the room. She’s like, 

“Hey, congratulations 
on that fight. Obvi- 
ously I wanted that 
fight and they took it from me and I know 
it’s not your fault, why wouldn’t you take it?” 
And that was it. We all just kind of got along, 
filmed the movie, it was only two days of 
filming, then we were out. 


How long do you plan on fighting? 

I’m not sure. If I knew when the end would 
be, I should probably stop fighting. {Laughs.} 

You have your real estate license. How often 
do you get to use it? 

I was [light heavy- 
weight champion} Jon 
Jones’ Realtor. ... I only 
do it when it’s maybe 
a buddy My dad and 
I hang our licenses 
at the same place, so 
if I’m real busy with 
the fight I’ll say “Hey 
Dad, I’m going to need 
you to take it away 
from me while I finish 
this.” ... I don’t really 
even advertise I do it 
because I don’t have 
time to do it. It kind of 
just started as a backup 
plan for something 
I wanted to do as a 
backup plan in case 
I got hurt. Yes, I’m 
married now and we 
have two incomes, but 
before it was just me. 

I had a house payment 
and only my fighting 
career, so if I got hurt I 
had to have something 
to be able to fall back 
on. 

Is there a certain feature that your next 
house would need to have? 

Oh, yeah. I have this vision of what I would 
love in my house. ... There’s one thing I 
think would be awesome is because I do a 
lot of like, I don’t know if you know what 


die-cutting machines are. The possibilities 
are endless. I do have my sewing machine 
as well. I would love to have a laundry room 
that’s pimped out. 

I think you might be the first person I know 
who said they want a pimped-out laundry 
room. 

It’s a do-all room. There’s your washer and 
dryer, but I want storage all across. Have you 
seen those Kitchen-Aid mixers that pop up 
out of the cabinet. ... I would love to have one 
of those for my sewing machine. It’s constant- 
ly plugged in so I can do something real quick 
and then put it right back in and it’s put away 
[There would be} a big huge island so you can 
fold laundry or I have fabric or crafts I need 
to put out. And I want a sick skylight above it. 
If I’m gonna do it, I’m gonna do it right. 

Do you enjoy doing laundry? Do you find it 
therapeutic? 

I can’t say I enjoy doing laundry That would 
be the laundry room, but I would be doing 
more fun stuff 

What are you looking forward to most about 
fighting in Chicago? 

Just a new experience. I feel like Chicago’s a 
fun city I haven’t gotten to see everything, 
but I got to see some of it and I love it. 

What do you love about what you’ve seen 
so far? 

The food is great, of course I can’t eat it right 
now Portillo’s, is that what it’s called? I also 
had some deep-dish pizza. We went to the 
Bean. Even just running along the water, that 
was awesome. Y^u got the city and where 
my trainer [wrestling coach Israel Martinez} 
lives you’ve got trails and trees right over you. 
There’s a lot to offer here.

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WNBA fines players for 
shirts in wake of shootings 


Social activism is coming at a cost for WNBA 
players. 

The WNBA has fined the Indiana Fever, 
New York Liberty and Phoenix Mercury and 
their players for wearing black warmup shirts 
in the wake of recent shootings by and against 
police officers. 

All three teams were fined $5,000 and each 
player was fined $500 as the shirts violated 
the league’s uniform policy While the shirts 
were the Adidas brand— the official outfitter 
of the league— WNBA rules state that uni- 
forms may not be altered in anyway 

“What’s most upsetting is the way it was 
handled,” Fever player rep Briann January 
said. “You have a league that is 90— if not 
above 90 percent— African-American, and 
you have an issue that is directly affecting 
them and the people they know, and you have 
a league that isn’t willing to side with them. 

“It’s not a race issue, not an anti-police is- 
sue, not a black or white issue. It’s a right or 
wrong issue.” January said. “When the thing 
in Orlando happened, the league saw the 
NBA backed it and we went all in. Nobody 
had any question. They knew it was a right or

wrong issue. This is a very similar thing. It’s 
really disappointing the league isn’t having 
our back on this one.” 

WNBA President Lisa Borders said 
Wednesday in statement that the fines were 
not about the players speaking out on a social 
issue. 

“We are proud of WNBA players’ engage- 
ment and passionate advocacy for non-violent 
solutions to difficult social issues but expect 
them to comply with the league’s uniform 
guidelines,” Borders said.

options than ever with a handful of flashy new openings this season. We know your 
time is precious, so we’re checking them out to determine what’s worth the trip. Up 
first: Aire at Hyatt Centric The Loop Chicago vs. LH Rooftop at LondonHouse.

LH Rooftop at LondonHouse 

85 £ Wacker Drive 312-357-1200 
The 3,500-square-foot outdoor terrace you 
can’t stop hearing about sits on the 22nd floor 
of the historic Loop building recently reno- 
vated into a hotel and offers sweeping views of 
Michigan Avenue, Wacker Drive, the Chicago 
River and Lake Michigan. The tri-level experi- 
ence also includes an indoor bar on 21 and a 
private cupola on 23. 

Aire 

700 W. Monroe St. 312-236-1234 
The cherry on top of the 24th floor of Hyatt 
Centric The Loop Chicago, this 5,000-square- 
foot open-air rooftop deck opened in May and 
offers 360-degree views of surrounding Loop 
buildings. 

THE VIBE 
LondonHouse 

On my first visit, I headed straight for the out- 
door terrace. With space for 200, it’s narrower 
than I expected, and while guests can make a 
reservation ($50-$180 per person), 70 percent 
of the capacity is for walk-ins. My friend and I 
huddled around the corner of a short rail that 


overlooked the Chicago River. The view was ab- 
solutely breathtaking, but we were kicked out 
15 minutes later when the area was closed off for 
a private party. Sleek couches and manicured 
greenery are part of the package for seated, 
ticket-holding folks, while the plebes are left to 
nab coveted seats at the bar or stand and enjoy 
drinks. The indoor bar on 21 is more open, but 
you don’t get the view, and the private cupola 
is closed off to the public. However, the Dom 
Perignon pass ($48) gets you one glass of the 
champagne and access to the cupola. 

Aire 

Spacious and sprawling, this rooftop deck lives 
up to its name. The Loop’s post-work crowd 
and hotel guests filled out the tables, making 
the wait for sit-down service about an hour 
and a half, but my friend and I found two open 
spots at the bar right away. Stone standing rails 
line the perimeter of the deck, dispersing the 
crowd so that the space, with room for 200, 
feels roomy. Cozy tabletop fireplaces, boxy 
brown and black striped umbrellas and large 
planters with trees and grasses invite guests 
to linger in the sky surrounded by architecture. 
It’s the ideal spot for drinks after work or a light 
bite before dinner downtown.

THE VIEW 
LondonHouse 

Located at the north-facing apex of Wacker 
Drive and Michigan Avenue, the view alone 
makes LondonHouse worth a trip. The deck 
overlooks the Chicago River and offers a 
glance of Lake Michigan. From the 22nd floor, 
the city looks like a diorama with sparkling 
buildings, tiny boats chugging under 
bridges on the glistening river and 
toy cars speeding down Mag Mile. 

All else aside, the view here is an 
Instagrammer’s best friend. 

Aire 

While Chicago architecture 
is most often experienced 
by looking up, Aire allows 
you to immerse yourself in the 
city’s diverse variety of styles and 
forms from four different angles. Old 
bricks and steel frames speckle the view with 
crystal facades so tall they blend into the 
blue sky. Gaze east to catch a glimpse of Lake 
Michigan peeking between the buildings. 

The greenery on the deck is a soft contrast to 
the surrounding industrialism, making Aire a 
garden retreat in the sky. 

THE MENU 
LondonHouse 

With an ambitious assortment of cocktails by 
the glass, bottle and on tap, I had high expec- 
tations that ultimately fell flat. All five of the 
cocktails I tried during two visits had intriguing 
ingredients, such as lime sherbert fog in the 
Chess Records ($14), a rum-based drink with 
amaro and muscovado brown sugar. The lime 
sherbert fog is strictly an aromatic element (do 
not drink it) that’s served in a separate carafe 
with dry ice so the guest can add it to the top 
of the cocktail. While I enjoyed the interactive 
presentation, the drink itself was more like a 
standard rum and cola. 

LH also offers three cocktails on tap at the 
indoor bar on 21. Hoping those options would 
be more promising, I was disappointed to find 
that two of the three were out, even at 5 p.m. 


on a Thursday. The EG&T ($12) with housemade 
earl grey tonic, gin and lime was OK but a bit 
on the sweet side. The three other cocktails I 
tried were all similarly lacking in balance and 
flavor, so much so that I couldn’t finish several 
of them. Given the price ($12-$16), I’d opt for 
something off the beer or wine list with less 
room for error. 

On the food front, we weren’t able to find 
a comfortable place to order on the outdoor 
terrace, but a second trip to the indoor bar on 
21 afforded the option with a slightly different 
menu. The vegan meatballs ($13), which are 
made from ancient grains and served with 
an heirloom tomato sauce and garlic-thyme- 
parsley puree with olive oil, would have been 
a solid meat-free option had the thyme in the 
puree not been so overpowering. The duck fat 
fries with black truffles and shaved foie gras 
($20) were tasty but not worth the trip. 

Aire 

The hotel rooftop offers an edited list of 
signature cocktails, 11 craft and domestic beers 
by the bottle and five (mostly local) craft brews 
on tap. The city-themed cocktails ($15 each) 
boast cutesy names, such as the My Kinda 
Town and the Monroe mule. I went for th^ 
S|N3CUilatidii» a classic old fashioned with a 
bourbon-soaked cherry. It wasn’t great and 
ended up being too sweet to finish. My friend 
ordered the More Bang for your Buck with 
whiskey, lime juice, ginger beer and a splash 
of fresh strawberry juice, which she 
^ described as “liquified Pez candy.’’ I’d 
suggest skipping the cocktails and 
opting for beer or wine. The craft 
beer options offered a lineup of 
local favorites I can get behind 
including Moody Tongue 
Brewing Co. and Half Acre Beer 
Co. Wine by the bottle doesn’t 
seem like a bad idea if you’re 
planning to hang out awhile, and 
the menu offers an affordable variety 
($36-$70, $12-$23 by the glass). 

The food menu includes snackable 
appetizers, flatbreads and salads. The Clark 
flatbread ($14) alone is worth a visit to Aire with 
mozzarella, arugula and the freshest, tangiest 
olive oil-marinated roma tomatoes drizzled 
with a sweet balsamic glaze. Lettuce wraps 
($14) loaded with Korean barbecue chicken, 
crunchy Brussels sprout slaw and a dash of 
black sesame seeds were a refreshing snack 
for a hot summer day, ideal for our pre-dinner 
outing. 

THE VERDICT 
LondonHouse 

Go for the view and GTFO. The pricey mediocre 
cocktails and food are not worth the headache 
of making a reservation, but LondonHouse’s 
outdoor terrace is still a summer bucket list 
topper with picturesque angles of the city that 
you won’t find anywhere else. 

Aire 

A comfortable space with a unique view of 
Chicago’s best architecture, Aire is the perfect 
downtown hangout for those summer Fridays. 
Don’t leave without trying the flatbread, and do 
your best to snag a table to extend the evening.

Fun threequel makes 
the little things count 


“Things have started 
to feel a little ... epi- 
sodic,” acknowledges 
the commander of 
the USS Enterprise in 
his famous captain’s 
log, three long years 
into a five-year 23rd century gig. 

That line, cheeky and knowing, comes 
early in “Star Trek Beyond.” It’s the 13th 
feature film pulled from the hallowed Gene 
RoddenberryTV series, the Cold War-era 
phenomenon that believed in ideas and the 
democratic ideal, as opposed to its cultural 
bookend, the vastly more influential “Star 
Wars” universe, which from its inception 
was driven by merchandise and nostalgia. I 
generalize, of course, and millions can dwell 
in both worlds and live a full, happy life. But 
there it is. 

Intergalactic or earthbound, so many fran- 
chises fight for our attention these days that 
it’s easy to forget how satisfying the recent, 

J.J. Abrams-directed “Star Trek” films have 
been. The latest, produced by Abrams and di- 
rected by Justin Lin (“Fast and Furious”), isn’t 
quite up to the 2009 and 2013 movies. But 
it’s still fun, you still care about the people 
and the effects manage to look a little more 
elegant and interesting than the usual blue 
blasts of generica. 

Simon Pegg, who plays Scotty co-wrote the 
script with Doug Jung, and while the storyline 
and the scope of the action is more in line 
with the pre-digital TV series, the sense of 
humor’s a pretty fair trade-off The nemesis 
this time is a lizard fellow named KraU, 
played by Idris Elba, which means he has the 
coolest voice in the universe. Krall’s desperate 
to regain control of the plot device known 


as the ‘Abronath,” also referred to as “the 
death machine.” The Enterprise takes a fatal 
hit from Krall’s swarming, flying spacecraft, 
and much of the first half of the picture finds 
Kirk (Chris Pine), Spock (Zachary Quinto), 
et al. stranded and separated on a forbidding, 
spiky-rocked planet. 

The gang reassembles, with the help of 
fearsome warrior alien Jaylah (Sofia BouteUa). 
The object of Krall’s wrath is a huge, glass- 
enclosed federation stopover known as 
%rkville, where both gravitational forces and 
the upside-down-and-sideways architecture 
are inspired by M.C. Escher, which makes for 
some entertaining combat. 

It’s the little things that count in “Star 
Trek Beyond.” The casual details include Sulu 
(John Cho) meeting up with his boyfriend and 
their daughter, Spock enjoying an atypically 
hearty laugh at one point and Kirk’s accu- 
mulating air of world-weariness, which tones 
down the character’s hot-headed qualities. 
Pine’s a good actor, but it’s a tough assign- 
ment: How does any Kirk cope with the role 
as written, while suggesting, when appropri- 
ate, the old William Shatner arrogance? 

There’s a moment when Kirk receives 
congratulations for another job well done. 
Tipping his hat to his fellow crew members, 
he says: “It isn’t just me. It never is.” But the 
look on Pine’s face suggests an unspoken ad- 
ditional line: “But actually it is just me.” 

Lin’s movie works best when approached 
as a relaxed, somewhat playful two-hour ex- 
pansion of one of the old ’60s episodes. Krall 
never quite pops as the antagonist Elba so 
clearly has in him to portray But if there’s one 
thing this franchise has taught us, across six 
decades, it’s this: %u can’t always get a Khan 
when you want one.

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Mining comedy from the 
struggles of growing up 



The extension of 
adolescence into the 
20S, or even 30s, is a 
common theme of 
modern pop culture. 
And why not? Adult- 
hood is hard and 
adolescence is fun— 
there’s no responsi- 
bility no planning, no 
thinking. Thinking 
also isn’t conducive 
to improv comedy 
and “Don’t Think Twice” questions the link 
between chasing dreams of being a comedian 
and refusing to grow up. 

The Commune is a six-person improv 
troupe in New York City They get up there 
every night to “fall first and figure out what 
to do on the way down” while working 
crappy jobs during the day to make ends 
meet. Hanging over all of them is the loom- 
ing threat of failing to “make it,” a concept 


that becomes much realer when one of the 
six gets cast on “Weekend Live,” a sharp, on- 
point parody of “Saturday Night Live.” 

“Don’t Think Twice” is hilarious— beyond 
The Commune’s show, the group is con- 
stantly playing off one another. They’re never 
quite capable of being serious, turning even 
personal tragedy into a bit. But what’s special 
about this comedy is how confidently it 
delves into the pain of growing up— giving up 
versus letting go— and how relationships and 
identities change within that process. 

“Tbur 20s are all about hope, and then 
your 30s are all about realizing how dumb it 
was to hope,” says Bill (Chris Gethard) as the 
gang goes through the storage of their theater 
before it closes down. Sam (Gillian Jacobs), 
Jack (Keegan-Michael Key) and Miles (Mike 
Birbiglia, who also wrote and directed) are the 
main focus of the movie, but Birbiglia does a 
good job sketching out each of the six into real 
people with backgrounds and dreams and fears. 

“Don’t Think Twice” doesn’t lose its 


edge— it’s committed to the dark hopeless- 
ness of reality to the end. A few efforts don’t 
land; Miles reconnecting with a high school 
crush feels forced and awkward. And the dra- 
matic climax happens, where else, on stage, 
requiring viewers to suspend their disbelief 
that an audience would just watch this hap- 


pen. But doesn’t improv require suspension 
of disbelief to get off the ground? 

The film is a very specific representa- 
tion of the comedy scene in New York, but 
ultimately the performances, script and 
direction elevate it to a universal portrait of 
figuring out who you are.
